The disease showing the greatest in- 
crease was tuberctlosis. This disease 
was’more fatal, progressed more rapidly, 


in furniculosis or boils. The scarcity of 


soap made it impossible to keep the skin | 


clean. Other forms of skin disease also 


brought about a kind of dysentery, 


The. suffering and privations 
greatest among the middle classes in the 
cities. Conditions were worst in Saxony. 
In some ofthe cities in north Germany, 
in Prussia, and in some free cities con- 
ditions were bad: They were not_so bad 
in Wurtemburg, Baden, Alsace, Thurin- 
gen, Waldeck-Schwerin, Oldenburg, 
Brunswick, and Mecklenburg. 

In spite of all this the death rate of 
Germany did not become alarmingly 
high. Thanks to the good work of their 
public, health departments up to Decem- 
ber, 1917. »o great epidemic had disturbed 
the German people. The same can be 
said of the French and British people. 

One source of alarm was the low birth 
rate. ‘The birth rate of Germany has

body could remember half of them. 

“What can be done is to make. out a list of the things 
that free men are always willing to agree not to do for the 
sake of living in a stable society where their persons and 
properties are safe, and of the things they are always will- 
ing to do at their common expense to enforce and admin- 
ister the arrangement. 

When the enfranchisement of the dominions began with 
Canada the question on which freedom depends, namely, | 
which party is to have the residual powers, was hardly 
raised. Those were early days of democracy, and the re- 
sidual powers were left technically to England. But when 
the turn of Australasia came the tide of democracy was at 
the flood. Half of North America had broken loose from 
the British crown and achieved its independence. _This had 
been followed by the French revolution and by a series of 
reform acts in London which had reversed the assumptions 
on which the Canadian settlement had proceeded. Aus- 
tralasia demanded the residual powers and obtained them. 
And it has made a staggering use of them by introducing 
a mass of labor legislation which could not possibly have 
been authorized from London, where such activities were 
- gtill undreamed of. Canada quietly and unconsciously as- 
sumed residual powers. If any constitutional lawyer said 
to'any Canadian premier that Canada had no power to pass 
such and such a measure, the premier had only to ask, 
“What will happen to us if we, nevertheless, pass it?” The 
lawyer had to reply that nothing would happen except that 
the measure would become law and that England would 
take it lying down rather than provoke Canada to declare 
her Independence or join the United States. Thus Canada 
wae able to attack English industries by hostile tariffs, 
quite as vigorously as England had attacked Irish indus- 
tries, without fear of being reminded that England could 
retaliate presently by insisting on Canada keeping within

Many men in the professions, politics, and the business world have risen 
from trade union ranks, and nearly all of them are found praising trade union 
virtues and defending its mistakes. They know through close affiliation; there- 
fore an opinion fram such an authority has weight. ‘When, however, a college 
professor in a public address talks of big things for big business, makes no 
reference to the breaking of laws by the trusts and combines, urges unrestricted 
freedom for the moneyed interests, and thn scores: wage earners as shiftless 
irresponsibies, declaring he has been among them and studied them, that they 
are the chief supporters of saloons, that “ big business can do no wrong—the 
wage earner never is right "—and in a sarcastic vein declares the economic 
evils we suffer are placed on the long suffering, persecuted corporations, the 
professor is so obviously biased that the question as to his fitness as an edu- 
cator is open te comment.

Trade unionism, with all its faults and blemishes, is the only effective 
meéans so far developed for counteracting the soulless, unsympathetic encroach- 
ment of modern organized wealth. The union, however, ¢an only control its 
members in trade affairs just so long as the member elects. Labor fre- 
quently loses its poise, forgetting its legitimate sphere, in. advocating the cur- 
taflment of the individual right of freedom of action guaranteed by the consti 
tution of our government, and the next instant roundly denounces govern- 
mental interference in protecting its other citizens who are not members: . 
trade unions in their parallel rights. 

2. 
HE’ so-called arbitrary demands of labor unions’ merely follow precedent. 
T The whole world is dominated by arbitrary conditions. Organized capita] 

arbitrarily lays a tax through freedom of competition in the purchase of 
raw material and labor, and then arbitrarily taxes the consumer. ‘When an in 
dustrial concern fails—large or small—it is because of a weak spot—crowded 
to the wall by arbitrary competition. The survivors were better generals in 
the field tactics of the business world. 

The trade unionist therefore believes in the right to arbitrarily demand 
higher wages and shorter hours. He advocates the minimum wage as a protec 
tion for the less skillful workman. Employers of labor, under the guise of P 
spirit of fairness, urge the graduated. scale—are willing to pay better men} 
more wages—but invariably argue the sliding process should begin from the top 
and go downward. It is a plausible argument, but.“ the spirit of fairness” is 
so thinly velled that the union man rejects the inverse ratio; boomes bellig- 
erent, and insists his price must be paid. 

Patriotism in trade unions in times of peace is a negligible quantity, It 
lies dormant within—is. aroused in time of war, but, considered from labor’s 
standpoint, is smothered in memory only. The present dey motto of radical- 
ism, “ This is our world—not our country,” is making more converts opposed to 
the judiciary, to authority, and spreading ‘than 
imagine. 

Labor must cultivate loyalty and preserve allegiance to its eountrs and 
international organizations in the face of destructive radicalism, or suffer 7 
humiliating downfall. The government, during its history, bas suppressed 
numerous rebellions, lafge ahd small;.one in particular much better favored 
in comparative numbers, preparedness, and.organized hositilty than labor finds 
itself today, A bloodless evolution through cane agitation wil achi¢ve 
union success with lasting stability; an attentpt ata bloody revolution, brought 
about by the reptile organized labor is now nursing ip ite bosom, will be fatal.
